IN NEW BUDGET 


Missiles Are Expected 


to Take Dominant 
Share of Military 
Outlays After 1960 
or 1961.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—The 
military budget that has 
prepared for the 12 months be- 
ginning next July 1 may usher 
out the era of the manned mili- 
tary aircraft, defense officials 
indicated vesterday 

The budget’'s chief impact on 
the United States military 
curity program will be 


in the weapons inventory. 

The piloted bombers 
fighting planes. which have 
dominated military procure- 
ment for 10 years will be a 
item in the American 
arsenal next year. However, the 
forecast on the basis of the 
budget plan to be submitted to 
Congress by President Eisen- 
hower next January is that 
1960 or 1961 will be the last 
year in which such weapons 
will have a dominant share. 

Slowdown in Spending. 

In the meantime, the Ad- 
ministration set the stage for 
a general slowdown in military 
spending in the next fiscal 
year. These expenditures are 
running at a rate that may 
bring the military outlay of 
the current fiscal period end- 
ing next June 30 to $40,800,- 
000.000 

Only a few months ago of- 
ficials expected this amount to 
rise by a billion dollars for the 
next fiscal vear. President Ei- 
senhower, who has made no 
secret of his fear of rising 
Government spending,. appar- 
ently has ordered that the rise 
be kept to about $500,000,000 
or if it cannot be pre- 
vented altogether. 

Economies Being Made. 

In recent weeks the Penta- 
gon began what many expect 
to be a drastic series of econ- 
omy cuts. These, together with 
earlier announced manpower 
reductions, presage a major 
debate in Congress. Congres- 
sional leaders already have is- 
sued statements disputing the 
wisdom of the economies

The meters had coins in them 
and rioters took the money.

Arrested Often. 


Jines had been arrested often 
since 1940 here and elsewhere.

In January 1950 Jines was 
stabbed in the back in East 
St. Louis, but refused to tell 
police how it happened.

p*ovisional president. 
Acceptance Appears Certain. 

There was little doubt that 
this island republic would ac- 
cept Urrutia, a former judge 
who long has been Castro's 
choice to succeed Batista until 
free elections can be held. But 
it was uncertain when condi- 
tions permitting a political 
campaign could be restored. 

Cuba held a_ presidential 
election Nov. 3 in which a 
hand-picked Batista man, An- 
dres Rivero Aguera, was chosen 
president. He was to have 
taken office Feb. 8. Sut he fled 
with Batista to the Dominican 
Republic and Batista named a 
junta to rule 

The junta, like Batista, how- 
ever, seemed to have been 
swept aside by the force of the 
rebel victory. 

Castro called the general 
strike across Cuba until Ur- 
rutia could be installed It 
seemed 100 per cent effective. 
thus removing any question ol 
remnants from the Batista re- 
gime trying to run the country. 

Until Urrutia takes over in 
Havana, Castro's announce- 
ments from Santiago provided 
the only framework of govern- 
ment. Men he designated were 
giving orders to Cuba’s armed 
forces and police. Castro sup- 
porters today held Havana un- 
der tight control — virtually 
martial-law—after victory cele- 
brations yesterday led to vio- 
lence. 

Castro Too Young for Office. 

Castro chose Urrutia for pro- 
visional president instead of 
taking the post, himself after 
frequent declarations that he 
has no presidential ambitions. 
Castro also is three years too 
young, the constitution requir- 
ing the president to be 35. 

Castro. a lawyer who has 
been a rebel for mere than a 
third of his 32 years, outlined 
in 1955 the platform he would 
follow. 

It included nationalization of 
United States financed and 
operated utilities, splitting up 
American-owned sugar estates 
among the peasants, confisca- 
tion of all properties acquired 
through corrupt government 
and breaking the hold of some 
big business men on Cuba's 


economy. 
The bearded guerrilla war- 
rior has denied  Batista’s 


charges that he is a Commu-| 


nist or is Communist influ- 
enced.

“The triumph of 
the revolution must be ab- 
solute,” Castro said in a broad- 
cast. 

Because of Castro's 
the supreme court refused to 
swear in Piedra.. Piedra and 
Cantillo, who was to have been 
his chief of armed forces, gave 
up their effort. That left the 
government open to any orders 
from Castro.

Military Head Appointed. 


To head the armed forces, 
Castra appointed Col. Ramon 
Barquin, who had just been 
released from a Batista prison 
along with 700 other political 
prisoners. Barquin broadcast 
an appeal from the military 
headquarters at nearby Camp 
Columbia for the people of Ha- 
vana and the nation to remain 
peacefully in their homes. 

Among his appointments, 
Castro broadcast that his po- 
lice chief would be Vincente 
Leon Leon. 


As chief of the army he 
named Enrique Cerso Bordonet, 
a former army major. Andres 
Gonzalez Lines was named 
chief of the Navy. Lines had 
directed Cuba's Naval Academy 
until he was removed by Ba- 
tista. 

There was no indication of 
continued fighting anywhere in 
Cuba between Batista’s 37,000 
troops and the rebels. 

The sudden collapse of Ba- 
tista apparently resulted from 
the first major battle of the re- 
bellion. Three columns of reb- 
els, who previously had risked 
only hit-and-run raids and 
small battles, launched an at- 
tack last weekend on Santa 
Clara. Batista had to hold this 
vital road and rail center in 
the middle of Cuba to main- 
taln ground contact with the 
eastern end of the island 

Why Batista Gave Up. 

The President threw tanks, 
warplanes, artillery and rein- 
forced infantrymen into the 
battle against rebel foot sol- 
iers. By New Year's eve rebel 
casualties were estimated by 
Batista’s regime at 3000 dead 
and wounded. But the govern- 
ment said it had suffered 1000 
or more casualties 

These losses caused Batista 
to decide to give up. He was 
in danger of having the army 
turn on him rather than con- 
tinue to suffer such casualties. 

While continuing to claim 
publicly that the rebels were 
losing and would be stamped 
out, Batista had a plane stand- 
ing by. Some government of- 
ficials applied for United 
States visas early in the week. 

The Dictator gathered his 
top henchmen around him at 
Camp Columbia on New Year's 
eve. He broke off a toast to 
peace -and prosperity to an- 
nounce that he was giving up 
the presidency and leaving. 

About 3:30 a.m. he flew off 
in his personal DC-3 to Ciudad 
Trujillo, capital of friendly 
fellow dictator Rafael Trujillo 
of the Dominican Republic.

ganda scare stories circulated 
from time to time by some 
irresponsible persons who have 
apparenUy not yet accepted the 
fact that social security is 
here to stay.” 

One of the few changes 
recommended by the group was 
designed to guarantee that 
special issues of long-term 
Government bonds in the trust 
funds would provide an inter- 
est yleld comparable to that 
obtained by investors buying 
Government securities in the 
open market. 

Council members said pri- 
vately that the interest paid on 
social security reserves would 
be substantially higher than the 
present rate of 2% per cent if 
market yield became the yard- 
stick, rather than an artificial 
coupon rate based on the aver- 
age of all outstanding long- 
term Government obligations. 

Basic social security reserves 
total nearly 22 billion dollars, 
with nine-tenths of the money 
invested in special issues. In- 
terest last year came to $550,- 
000,000. The security funds are 
kept separate from the Treas- 
ury’s general accounts and have 
the same lender status as indi- 
viduals, banks, insurance com- 
panies or other purchases of 
Government bonds 

The group also recommended 
that periodic consideration be 
given to the advisability of 
keeping the payroll tax and 
benefit structure in line with 
rising wage levels by increas- 
ing the maximum earnings 
base for social security purpos- 
es 

When the insurance plan 
went into operation in 1937, 
taxes and benefit credits were 
restricted to the first $3000 of 
wages received in a.year, The 
ceiling went up to $3600 in 1951 
and to $4200 in 1955. Yester- 
day's modifications of the sys- 
tem included a rise to $4800 in 
annual wages subject to tax

Mrs. Bullock, who was ques- | 
tioned twice by police and also | 
answered reporters’ questions 
early in the Investigation, has 
refused to discuss the case 
since she went to her mother's 
home. 

The 23-year-old widow be- 
came upset at the ifquest into 
her husband's death when 
Eagleton questioned her closely 
about her relations with Dr. 
Engleman and other men since 
she was divorced from Dr.

All but 12 of Castro's com- 
panions were killed by gov- 
ernment troops on the first 
day, but the rest took refuge 
in the Sierra mounta(fis, and 
began raids against police and 
army posts.

Ferguson 
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Coup With Questions 
Fidel Castro's sudden victory in Cuba 
leaves three questions for a neighboring 
United States. How did he do it? Where 
does he stand? What should Washington's 

policy be? ‘~ 

Cuba 1s accustomed to unusual revolutions 
—President Batista himself first seized power 
in the “sergeants revolt’ of lower army 
ranks. But Fidel Castro appeared to have 
éven less power on his side when he landed 
in Oriente province with 82 men two years 
ago 

Castro did not win because of his military 
strength. Military power was not the deciding 
factor. It is true that he had-to have enough 
armed strength to keep his 26th of July 
movement alive —but merely keeping the 
movement alive was the important necessity. 

By guerrilla warfare in the jungle, by ter- 
rorism in the cities, by disruption of the basic 
sugar economy of the eastern provinces, he 
pointed to what amounts, in Latin American 
eves, to a fatal flaw in the dictatorship, It 
could not dictate Despite its oppressive 
measures, the Batista government could not 
even keep law and order. 

Thus, as time went on, Castro attracted 
more support and gained more power. In 
the beginning. neither he nor Batista had 
much popular support. In the end, public 
sentiment was swinging toward the rebel 
cause largely as a matter of opposition to 
Batista and his arbitrary rule. 

To this moment Cubans are not entirely 
certain what Fidel Castro stands for, or what 
his provisional government may do. As a 
young man, though son of a wealthy sugar 
planter, he flirted with Communism. As an 
early rebel chief, he proposed a semi-socialist 
program of nationalizing certain industries, 
most of them American-backed. Lately he 
has said nationalization would be largely un- 
realistic. At all times since he landed in 
Oriente, he has deniéd Communist affiliation 
or influence, though the small underground 
party supported the revolt Herbert L. 
Matthews of The New York Times described 
the movement in these terms

anti-Communist. The real core of its strength 
is that it is fighting against the military dic- 
tatorship of President Batista. 


How should the United States deal with 
the victorious rebels? So far the State De- 
partment has followed a wise and cautious 
path. Recognizing that the American arms 
of the Batista army did America’s reputation 
no good with the Cuban people, also recogniz- 
ing that Castro might win, Washington at- 
tempted to stop arms shipments to either 
side and remained aloof. Senator Ellender of 
Louisiana talked openly of intervention, but 
almost .no one else did 

Castro now has his hands full in attempt- 
ing to weld together the disparate groups 
that supported him simply because they op- 
posed the dictatorship If his provisional 
government is established as acceptable to 
the majority of Cubans, {he United States 
undoubtedly should recognize it. A sympa- 
thetic attitude will give this country more 
influence in Havana, and Cuba itself cannot 
progress without such an attitude in the 
United States ® 

But in terms of American policy the main 
consideration is this: here was a revolution 
which pitted a people against a dictatorship. 
In such cases there should be no question as 
to where United States sympathy lies. 


New Hope for Safer Skies 

The newly-created Federal Aviation Agency, 
taking over as the vear turns, represents an 
improvement from which much is expected, 
and we wish it well, Absorbing the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration, the Airways Modern- 
ization Board and the safety functions of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, it replaces divided 
authority with the unified power to do the 
job. It takes jurisdiction on the established 
airways over both civilian and military avia 
tion, which have frequently worked at cross- 
purposes in the past. 

FAA will be responsible for promulgating 
and enforcing safety rules, assigning air space, 
operating navigational facilities, and promot- 
ing aeronautics generally. It will thus give 
to modern aviation, moving fast into the jet 
age, a modern agency of government designed 
to keep pace with it. 

Such an agency has been called for since 
the end of the Second World War. During 
that period wings over the United States have 
steadily increased in numbers and speed. 
Safety has suffered because vague and divided 
authority at Washington could not cope with 
the development. series of air crashes 
which cost 300 lives sopged public opinion, 
and legislation followed. ~Senator Monroney 
of Oklahoma and Representative Oren Harris 
of Arkansas sponsored the bill under which 
the new agency was created. 

lt is a major advance, to make the skies 
safer, and to prepare for the developments 
that are so rapidly coming along in the world 
of flight. 


The Button That Isn’t There 


For some time we have been wondering 
whatever happened to the button that afore- 
lume pulled.a@ man’s trousers together at the 
top, and why it was replaced with a form of 
hook-and-eye. Now. an advertisement of the 
First National Bank @f Chicago in Newsweek 
supplies the denouement of the mystery. 

“Mr. B.,” vice president of a large clothing 
manufacturing company, got the idea, bor- 
rowed a few thousand from First National to 
Start production, has made $3,000,000 out of 
it and put his hooks and eyes on millions of 
pairs of trousers. The bank likes the story 
very much, as it says the hooks and eves are 
less expensive than buttons for the manufac- 
turer to apply, and give the customer a 
smoother fit. 

What we should like to ask the officers of 
the First: National Bank of Chicago is how 
they get their trousers buttoned on mornings 
when Mr. B.'s heok has been mashed flat 
against the cloth, by the presser or otherwise, 
and Mr. B.'s eye will by no means go through 
it? 

How do they like having trousers with hook- 
and-eye closures and at the same time trousers 
with button closures and trousers with snap 
closures? 

Do they, even as ordinary men, sometimes 
pull off the button, thinking it is the snap? 
Yank futilely at the hook-and-eye under that 
same delusion’? Try to buttom or unbutton 
the snap or the hook-and-eye, none of which 
is physically possible? Unquestionably Mr. 
B.'s invention represents progress, but it also 


represents confusion. Our feelings toward 
the First National Bank of Chicago, Building 
With Chicago Since 1863, are decidedly Cool- 
ing Since Mr. B. 


If It's a Matter of Schools 


Having based his objections to the Jeffer- 
son Barracks public housing project on the 
school situation there, Congressman Curtis 
might find rewarding a study of the financial 
condition of all 16 school systems in his 
district. : 

The Wehster Groves Republican is calling 
for an investigation of the J.B. housing proj- 
ect on the ground that the County Hous- 
ing Authority and the federal Public 
Housing Administration were “delinquent” in 
their study of educational facilities for the 
housing project. Concern about schoo! facili- 
ties grows out of the low assessed valuations 
per pupil in the Jefferson Barracks district. 

Actually, nine of the 10 schoo) districts in 
the south-county section of Mr. Curtis's Con- 
gressional district, including his own Webster 
Groves school district, have less than average 
ability to support public education. In addi- 
tion to Webster and J.B., these include Kirk- 
wood, Affton, Bayless, Valley Park, Eureka, 
Hancock Place, and Mehlville. 

Only the Lindbergh R-8 district, with an 
assessed valuation of $14,218 per pupil in 
average daily attendance, tops the $12,457 
county-wide average. Would Mr. Curtis lo- 
cate the project Mm the Lindbergh district, 
which has about three times the ability 
to support public education that the Barracks 
district has? 

If ability to support schools represents the 
criterion of where to put a project, rather 
than the geographic location of blighted hous- 
ing, any of the six school districts in the west- 
central portion of Mr. Curtis’s district would 
be admirably suited to this purpose. These 
are Parkway, Ladue, University City, Clayton, 
Maplewood-Richmond Heights and Brentwood. 

Clayton has almost nine times as much abil- 
ity to educate the children of a housing proj- 
ect as does the Barracks; Ladue, six times as 
much; Parkway about four times as much. 

If Mr. Curtis would concentrate some of 
his energy on helping those who are trying 
to equalize educational opportunities through- 
out the county as a whole, he might wake up 
some morning to discover that the school 
problem at J.B. had disappeared. 


Now for Hawaii 


There is one way better than all others to 
welcome Alaska into the Union Saturday co- 
incident with President Eisenhower's issuance 
of the necessary formal proclamation. That 
is to resolve to see that Hawaii is admitted in 
the session of the new Congress which opens 
next week. The case for statehood *for Ha- 
waii is every bit as good as that of Alaska. 
Indeed Hawaii has more people, greater pres- 
ent wealth, greater social and economic ad- 
vancement. The two territories should have 
been brought into the Union at the same 
time. But better by far that they come one 
at a time than be held up as they were for 
many years in the face of strong platform 
promises. Hawaii should be No. 50 and in 1959, 


Our Own Balkans 


When top United States Government offi- 
cials go to Ottawa for discussions with their 
Canadian Government counterparts next week, 
they will be operating not only in a new 
year but in a new situation. Inauguration of 
free convertibility among Western European 
countries, and the attendant freeing of trade, 
will provide the new context 

The United States has persistently prodded 
European nations to pull down trade barriers. 
It has pointed to the folly of balkanizing the 
continent. What about the folly of balkaniz- 
ing North America? What about trade bar- 
riers between Canada and the United States, 
which have more trade dealings with each 
other than any Other two countries on earth? 

At Ottawa officials of the two Governments 
are going to talk about this country’s oil im- 
port limits, wheat sales abroad, and import 
quotas on lead and zinc. A House Foreign 
Affairs study mission to Canada suggests we 
ought to be talking also about giving Cana- 
dian companies more -defense contracts, and 
reducing or abolishing tariffs on an item-by- 
item basis. 

As 1959 dawns, Western Europe will be 
taking concrete steps toward freer trade. Will 
the United States be doing as well, or will it 
be lagging? The talks at Ottawa wil! provide 
an excellent opportunity for a start on a con- 
structive answer, 


Cool All Arounil 


Old 1958, says the local weatherman, was 
cool, man, cool. The average St. Louis tem- 
perature of 54 degrees was the lowest since 
1917. And 1958 was also the year in which 
International Geophysical Year scientists 
learned that the earth contains 4,500,000 cubic 
miles of ice and snow, or 40 per cent more 
than they had estimated. Up in Minnesota, 
the champion liar of 1958 said that a kettle 
of boiling water froze so fast the ice was still 
warm. It was a good year, entirely, for think- 
ing what Satchel Paige calls cool. thoughts, 
and that is what we would wish mankind for 
young 1959. There is nothing more cooling. 


Continue the Good Work 

On the most important thing, the House of 
Representatives investigating subcommittee 
on the independent agencies is agreed unan- 
mously. It is that Congress needs to enact 
stiff new laws that will make a criminal of- 
fense of attempting to exert improper pres- 
sure on the federal regulatory bodies. 

The subcommittee which makes this recom- 
mendation has had plenty of experience on 
which to base its legislative proposal. It heard 
the case of Richard A. Mack who resigned as 
a member of the Federal Communications 
Commission when the heat of public opinion 
forced the White House to act. It heard the 
case of Sherman Adams and his gift-giving 
friend Bernard Goldfine, with one improprie- 
ty after another, culminating finally in the 
resignation of Mr. Adams as President Eisen- 
hower’s closest and most trusted adviser. 

There is experience enough also for the 
subcommittee to know that its work is not 
done—that either it should be continued, or 
a new committee should take up where this 
subcommittee leaves off. The regulatory 
agencies have too much to do with the physi- 
cal and economic well being of the people for 
the job not to te completed. Actually it is 
little more than begun.

In “Good Fences Make Good 
Neighbors,” Joseph Barber surveys 
the tensions between the United 
States and Canada, trying to find 
how Americans upset them 

Perhaps the book's greatest 
worth will be for anyone planning 
to open a branch or a new indus- 
try in Canada. This is not going to 
be as easy as it has been. Even an 
employer planning to send a worker 
north should read this volume. 


In the last six months when going 
back and forth across the border, I 
have seen a number of men and 
women detained while immigration 
officials tried to find out why it was 
necessary for them to come to Can- 
ada to work. Canada’s unemploy- 
ment problem won't make workers 
from the states overly welcome. 


Even the vacationer planning: to 
head north can make use of “Geod 
Fences,” and he may avoid some pit- 
falis after reading it. However. on 
the whole Canada is eager for tour- 
ists 

One big factor that Mr. Barber 
skirts is the Canadian Government. 
He asks Why so many Canadians 
move to the United States. Although 
Government officials beg students to 
stay at home or to come back, the 
Government leaves projects hanging 
in the air or cancels them unexpect- 
edly. A friend of mine did @esk 
work for two years, waiting for the 
go-ahead on designing a new wind 
tunnel; but finally he moved from 
Ottawa to California to take a job 
using his engineering training. 

Another book, no doubt, will some- 
day take a look at this problem of 
good neighbors from a government 
point of reference.

“But they dread equally the 
economic loss: that would in- 
evitably follow the withdrawal 
of the American forces,’ he 
reported. He said it was this 
combination of circumstances 
that prompted him to urge 
continuation of economic as- 
sistance, literacy programs and 
medical aid “in such a way 
that the recipients might be- 
come self-sustaining, which 1s 
what they want to be.” 

Time and patience will be 
required in bringing about 
self-sufficiency, the Rev. Dr. 
Dahlberg said. The ‘oroccans 
particularly “do not have the 
technical know-how to jump 
from their present culture into 
our advanced technological 
civilization in one bound,” he 
said 

Discussing work of ministers 
at American air bases, the Rev. 
Dr. Dahlberg said some chap- 
lains are “badly overworked 
carrying the heavy burden of 
preaching, pastoral counseling 
and administrative responsibil 
itv that they do in a military 
parish of many thousands 

The churches in America 
must respond, he said, “to one 
of the greatest mission oppor- 
tunities of our time—the vast 
company of young men and 
women in the armed services 
all over the world.” 

He also said there must be 
better housing for the militar, 
personnel and their families at 
the installations he visited. “if 
there is to be a normal family 
life.” 

He visited air bases at Torre- 
jon, Zaragoza and Rota, Spain 
and Port Lyautey, Sidi Sli- 
mane, Nouasseur and Bengue 
rir, Morocco.

Chicago Tribune says that a 
syndicate headed by Bill Veeck 
has bought controlling interest 
in the Chicago White Sox but 
the stock sale officially was 
denied. 

John Rigney, club vice presi- 
dent whose wife, Dorothy, - is 
the majority stockholder, said 
last night: “It is not true that 
the sale has been made. Nego- 
tiations still are going on.” 

Roy Egan, attorney and a 
member of the board of direc- 
tors, also denied completion of 
the sale 

“If anybody should know it 
would be me,” he said. ‘“‘Com- 
pletion of such a sale has not 
been made and I don't know if 
it ever will be.” 

Veeck, former head of groups 
who owned the Cleveland In- 
dians and old St. Louis Browns, 
declined to comment. 

The Tribune said formal an- 
nouncement is being held up 


pending further negotiations 
by Veeck with Vice President 
Charles Comiskey, minority 


stockholder who has been bid- 
ding for the shares of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Rigney. The Tribune 
added that Veeck’'s long-range 
plans include the likelihood of 
selling Comiskey Park, home of 
the White Sox since 1910. and 
the. possibility of playing in 
Soldier Field or elsewhere.” 

Hank Greenberg, who recent- 
ly sold his minority stock in 
the Cleveland Indians, is re- 
ported to be a member of the 
Veeck syndicate. 


Mrs. Grace Comiskey, White 
Sox president who died in 1956, 
bequeathed 500 more shares of 


stock to her daughter, Mrs. 
Rigney, than to her son, 
Charles. That gave Mrs. Rig- 


ney 3975 shares and her broth- 
er a maximum of 3475 when he 
reaches the age of 35 in 1961. 
Some shares were sold for tax 
purposes and token sales made 
elsewhere. For the purposes of 
the sale to Veeck, Mrs. Rigney 
has 3235 shares against 2735 
controlled by Chuck. 

The brother and sister have 
been involved in a legal fight 
since their mother's death over 
stock distribution. Chuck suc- 
ceeded in getting a court ruling 
limiting the club's board of di- 
rectors to four, instead of five, 
giving him equal voice in the 
team s operation. 

Chuck steadfastly has main- 
tained he never would sell his 
Shares. He wants to keep the 
Comiskey name in baseball.

Construction 


Trend Up 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) 
—Construction volume in 1959 
stands a good chance of hitting 
72 billion dollars—a 6 per cent 
increase over 1958, an industry 
group predicts. 

The Associated General Con- 
tractors of America reported 
that construction spending set 
new records in 1958 despite 
the business decline. It totaled 
nearly 68 billion dollars, mark- 
ing the thirteenth straight year, 
the spending level increased. 

The 1959 forecast predicted 
$52.200,000,000 will be spent 
on new construction and nearly 
20 billion dollars on mainten- 
ance and repair. 

If predictions are borne out, 
1959 “should signal the start 
of a new era of construction 
growth along with a generally 
prosperous economy,” the re- 
port said. 

Highways to Predominate. 

A 16 per cent rise in public 
construction with the accent on 


highways will dominate the 
/ 1959 picture, the group said, 
and added: 


“In the private sector, a 
moderate advance in residen- 
tial activity and continued high 
levels of commercial and pub- 
lic utility construction should 
more than offset a further 
slide in industrial building and 
a slight drop in farm construc- 
tion.” 

Here is a breakdown of the 
1959 outlook: 

Residential—A 7 per cent in- 
crease to $19,100,000,000 in pri- 
vate residential construction 
and another billion dollars in 
public housing with 1,190,000 
new units started. 

Commercial — Should con- 
tinue at the peak level of $3,- 
600,000,000 with brisk activity 
in chain stores and shopping 
centers. 

Religious—Construction may 
hit the one-billion-dollar mark 
for the first time with a pos- 
sible 15 per cent increase. 

Farm—Construction expect- 
ed to dip slightly to one and 

. a half billion dollars. 

. Public Utilities—Should hold 
close to their high levels and 
possibly increase slightly to 
five and one-half billion dol- 
‘ lars. 

Industrial — Building should 
deciine at a reduced rate to 
$2.200,000,000 because fewer 
projects have been planned. 
However, a pickup in capital 
expenditures next year will 
lay the foundation for a rising 
volume of business in 1960 

Highways — Construction ex- 
pected to increase more than 
15 per cent, reaching $6,200,- 
000.000. A continued advance 
is seen for the next three or 
four years. 

Schools — Construction may 
total $3,100,000,000. This would 
be 8 per cent over 1958 with 
74.000 to 75,000 new public 
classrooms provided. 

Sewer and Water Facilities 
—Will continue to advance, 
reaching one and one-half bil- 
lion dollars. 

Military—Construction, with 
missiles bases pacing the way, 
will increase from $1,200,000.- 
000 level this year to one and 
one-half billion dollars in the 
next 12 months. 


Conservation and Develop- 
ment—Should climb to $1,100,- 
000,000 because of 
activity of the Reclamation 
Bureau and Corps of En- 
gineers.

Price Trend 
Upward 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, DC. (UPD 
—Higher prices for new houses, 
stability in the cost of existing 
ones; two major industry 
groups report this as the 
outlook for @ 959, as seen by 
their members. 


The surveys were conducted 
by the National Association Of 
Home Builders (‘new houses) 
and the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards (‘existing 
houses) 

Thirty-six builders of NAHB's 
1959 outlook conference agreed, 
to a man, that costs would not 
drop next year. A majority 
said they thought they would 
have to raise their prices at 
lease 5 per cent. 

Of 300 builders queried in a 
broader survey, 83 per cent 
said they expected their labor 
costs to be higher and 81 per 
cent expected higher land 
costs. ‘(Because many builders 
have already secured their 1959 
tracts, higher land costs next 
year might not be reflected in 
the price of new houses until 
1960.) 


Land 20 Per Cent. 


Higher materials costs were 
forecast by 79 per cent of the 
builders surveyed, higher fi- 
nancing costs by 68 per cent 
(mainly higher interest rates) 
and exactly half anticipated 
their sales costs would be up. 

Economists figure in rule-of- ‘ 
thumb fashion that land is 
about 20 per cent of the cost of 
a new house, labor not quite 30 
per cent, and materials a shade 
under 50 per cent 


On the question of materials 
costs, one government expert 
noted that cement and lumber 
prices were recently increased 
a bit and that the steel indus- 
try 1s expected in mid-year jo 
hike prices after it completes 
negotiations with, and probably 
gives a pay raise to, the steel- 
workers 

To offset these pressures, 
the home builders said they 


’ hoped to absorb some cost in- 


creases through greater effi- 
ciency, design improvements 
and use of new materials. 

One question mark in the 
outlook is the supply of new 
houses in the medium and low- 
priced brackets. That will de- 
pend, the experts maintain, on 
developments in the mortgage 
money market and Congress. 


Financing in Question. 


According to a 1955-56 sur- 
vey, seven of every 10 houses 
which sold at $15,000 or less 
were bought with a Govern- 
ment-backed mortgage. Con- 
versely, 70 per cent of the 
houses above $15,000 were con- 
ventionally financed. 

The point, an NAHB econ- 
omist said, is that if the money 
market tightens in 1959 and 
the Governinent does not take 
action to offset that tighten- 
ing in the residential mortgage 
sector of the market, FHA and 
VA financing will dwindle and 
so will the supply of modestly- 
priced houses 

As for existing houses, the 
realtors said in their associa- 
tion's survey that the first half 
of 1959 would be characterized 
by stable home prices and a 
rising volume of transfers of 
good quality houses and prop- 
erties. 

The realtors reported that 
prices for houses built in 1950 
have held steady~in the past 
year or increased. They said 
the upward trend, in both 
prices and volume of sales, @as 
most. pronounced in satellite 
cities within major 
tan areas and in counties ad- 
joining standard metropolitan 
areas.

IT WAS THE NIGHT of 
Oct. 28 that Sherman Adams 
came home. There was no one 
to welcome him and his wife, 
Rachel, for they had driven 
straight through from Wash- 
ington and the hour was late 
when they pulled into the 
driveway beside the house on 
Pollard road 

It was about as complete a 
transition as a man could 
make 

The two-story frame house 
they came back to was the one 
Adams built in the 1930s when 
he made the grade at the 
paper mill. It was there that 
he and the wife he cails 
“Plum” had raised three girls 
and a boy 

It was from this town of 
1400 aeep in New Hampshire's 
White Mountains that Adams 
stuck a first tentative toe into 
politics, was carried on a tide 
of unceasing success to a posi- 
tion of power second only to 
the President of the United 
States and then forced out of 
public office. 

The first days after his re- 
turn home Adams took off 
alone into the surrounding 
mountains, hiking to the slopes 
where he once chose the stands 
of timber that were to be cut. 


They say here that there 
wasn't a man in those days 
who could keep ap with 


“Sherm” Adams, be it in boots 
Or on snow shoes 

Adams was never one of the 
real brass at the paper com- 
pany. He was manager in 
charge of timber procurement 
for the bonded stationery and 
fine grade paper the mill pro- 
duces. It was the Taylor-Young 
Co, then. Now it is the Fran- 
conia Paper Co. 

The mill dominates the town.

Shattering Performance 


“I WANT TO LIVE,” at the ESQUIRE THEATER, is a 
story based on an actual case, that-of Barbara Graham, 
who died in the gas chamber in California at the age of 32 
for the brutal murder of an old woman in a petty robbery. 

It is a very sordid case, that of a 
woman .who was a prostitute, shill for 
gamblers, con-girl and associate of gang- 
sters. It is done with brutal realism, with 
terrific mounting shock value, to the 
nervous beat of a jazz score. But what 
makes it more than merely a grubby and 
revolting clinica] account of crime is the 
idea that Barbara Graham actually was not guilty, that 
she was framed by her associates to try to take some of the 
brunt of the law off themselves, and that sensational news- 
paper treatment and an over-zealous prosecution were in- 
direct partners in a miscarriage of justice 

This idea, no matter what its merits in fact. is what 
gives the picture such awful suspense, as the state SyS- 
tematitally prepares to legally kil] a frantic and bitter 
woman. All the gruesome technical preparations are shown 
in harrowing detail as Barbara sits in her cell waiting to 
die. All the legal maneuverings that result in nerve-shat- 
tering, but only temporary, delays. 

As the convicted woman, Susan Hayward gives a shat- 
tering performance—tough, amoral, ferocious and stunned 
and unbelieving as the fatal moment approaches. The char- 
acter of Barbara Graham is not prettied over. Her career 
is cheap and sordid. But they do, rightfully or not give her 
some good qualities, such as at least trying to live a better 
life with her child and a bartender husband who turns out 
to be a drug addict 

The direction of Robert Wise has given this a terrific 
graphic impact, and the screenplay by Nelson Gidding and 
Don Mankiewicz is tough and crackling. One suspects that 
they may have leaned over backward to give Barbara a 
case—certainly there would have been no real drama if 
the screenplay admitted her guilt. But as I understand it 
Ed Montgomery, the San Francisco reporter who led the 
press hue and cry against her (here played very convinc- 
ingly by Simon Oakland) actually finally came to believe 
in her innocence, regretted his part in the case, and some- 
times was moved to tears in discussing it. Theodore Bikel 
also adds to the note of authenticity as a psychologist who 
becomes convinced after repeated examinations 
didn’t commit the crime. 


This is not a pleasant picture. But it 1s certainly a 
powerful one.

Another ‘Peyton Place’ 


JAMES JONES'S novel, “SOME CAME RUNNING.” 
may have been a literary bust, but trimmed down to a 
wieldy size by scripters John Patrick and Arthur Sheekman 
and directed with meticulous attention to detail by Vin- 
cente Minnelli, it turns out to be an ar- 
resting and graphic, if pessimistic, picture 
of «mall town life. It is showing at 
LOEW’S STATE. 

All the characters are projected in 
sharp relief. Mr. Minnelli has exacted 
some first-rate performances. Frank Si- 
natra is excellent as the dour and bitter 
soldier and wanderer who returns home and is persuaded 
by a young woman teacher to try to revive a promising lit- 
erary career—when he's not reviving his boozing, gambling 
and wenching. Shirley MacLaine gives a touching perform- 
ance of Academy Award caliber as a pathetic dumb floozy 
who falls in love with the indifferent Frank. Dean Martin 
is likable as an éasy-going gambler. Arthur Kennedy is 
perfect as the unctuous, hypocritical rich merchant brother 
of the hero. Martha Hyer, as the school teacher. strikes the 
right note of a prude frightened by a reckless love, which 
she's afraid to grasp. 

“Some Came Running” is not a happy picture. It is a 
pretty grim story of frustrations, and the sudden tragic 
denouement, hitting with startling fury, is consistent, even 
if gaudily melodramatic. The makers have wisely refrained 
from tacking on a cheery note, and leave us with the idea 
that the average pleasant small town atmosphere covers up 
a lot of frustrations and problems as unsolved as those 
here. This atmosphere, by the way has been caught with 
authenticity—the outdoor scenes were all shot in Madison, 
Ind., with good results. 


High-V oltage Dame 

ROSALIND- RUSSELL, who seems to get friskier as 
she gets older, is naturally the star of the screen version 
of “AUNTIE MAME,” now at the ST. LOUIS. In its two- 
year Broadway run, Miss Russell put her: indelible stamp 
on the role as peculiarly her own. So 
here she is in the delightful comedy, 
bringing out all its chuckles, as the giddy, 
eccentric, warmhearted and _ ebullient 
dame whose battle cry is “Live, Live, 
Live!” and whose credo is “Life is a 
banquet, and the least you can do is 
to eat.” 

We first encounter Mamie when her little nephew 
Patrick Dennis comes to live with her and finds her in 
the midst of a scintillating party, decked in exotic pajamas 
and waving a cigaret holder a yard long as she prances 
among the odd-balls and socialites. But we soon find she 
is more than She is affectionate. a hedonist 
really enjoving life, rich or poor, a woman of caustic wit 
and a despiser of hyprocites, Babbitts and bigots. Miss 
Russell is the master of the bright, brittle comedy style, 
the acid remark back of the frozen smile. But she also 
is adept at broad clowning, as in the Southern fox-hunting 
scene where she pretends she is an expert horsewoman 
and is given a wild mount by a sneaky rival. 

The cast is good, from Fred Clark as a conservative 
trustee appalled by Auntie Mame, Roger Smith as the 
grown-up nephew, Forrest Tucker as Mamie’s old South 
husband-to-be, to Peggy Cass as the ugly duckling secre- 
tary, Miss Gooch, who finds out about amour from the 
Irish poet on her first date.

Idealism and African Elephants 

In “ROOTS OF HEAVEN,” at the FOX, director 
John Huston has produced a fascinating picture from 
Romain Garv’s novel about a fanatic idealist in French 
Equatorial Africa who leads a crusade to prevent the 
extinction of the wild elephant. As played 
with a driving intensity by Trevor How- 
ard, this id@alist named Morel, is laughed 
off as a crackpot when he tries to get 
legislation passed against slaughter of 
the animals. Morel then goes in for 
more direct methods, such as peppering 
the backsides of elephant hunters with 
birdshot. and administering a public spanking to a famous 
woman hunter. One victim, a famous television person- 
ality on safari ‘played with rich humor by Orson Welles) 
is sa impressed he makes Morel a famous man. 

Mbrel takes to the hills. There he is joined by several 
ether idealists, one a scientist who's also working for the 
saving of mankind from self-extermination; an African 
revolutionary leader who hitches on to his coat-tails trying 
to cash in on the publicity; a derelict, bottle-hitting 
ex-English major ‘Errol Flynn); and a well-used barmaid 
from the Fort Lamy saloon (Juliette Greco) who has fallen 
in love with the crusader. Later a hare-brained American 
magazine photographer (Eddie Albert) casts in with this 
raffish outfit. 

There is a completely absorbing mixture of philosophy 
and giant elephant herds, humor and fighting, as the 
revolutionary and the fanatic turn against each other 
in a clash over a great herd (actually 600) which the rebel 
leader wants to slaughter. The ending resolves nothing, 
but leaves us with the fanatic plodding doggedly along on 
his crusade, sick, wounded and exhausted though he is, 
the English derelict murdered and the girl a hospital case. 
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Old Covered Bridge--Vanish 


They Once Numbered in Thousands, Now Fewer Than 
1200 Remain — Efforts Being Made to Save Them

THE OLD shed -covered 
bridge, once a_ picturesque 
landmark on excursions into 
the open countryside, is rapidly 


vanishing from the American 
scene. 
Long known as “kissing 


bridges,” the wooden structures 
have dwindled to a few scat- 
tered hundred—probably fewer 
than 1200 all over the United 
States Formerly they num- 
bered high in the thousands 

At least 600 have succumbed 
to the march of gleaming steel- 
and-concrete progress in the 
nation’s highway system dur- 
ing the past five years alone 

Now at last, alarmed by the 
trend, nostalgic-minded  citi- 
zens, historical societies and 
others are rising in embattled 
wrath in an attempt to preserve 
the surviving relics. 

In New Hampshire, which 
once boasted more than 200 
sheltered bridges, the Covered 
Bridge Association of New 
Hampshire has appointed vigi- 
lante committees to keep watch 
over each of the 55 still left 
standing. 


And in Wisconsin, the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution have erected a 


plaque marking the state’s lone 
surviving structure, in Ozaukee 
county: 

“1876—1955 Last covered 
bridge in Wisconsin.” 

The Ozaukee county board 
has vated to preserve the 
bridge “forever.” 

A survey conducted by the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion embracing 21 states where 
covered bridges have been 
abundant, disclosed that 991 are 
still in use. This compares 
with a onetime peak of more 
than 5574 in 15 states where 
some kind of past records have 
been kept. Many states have 
no such records 

Virginia has* in operation 
only four covered bridges of 
the hundreds of a century ago 
Many were destroyed in the 
Civil War. but bridge engineer 
J. N. Clary of the Virginia 
Highway Department says 50 
were still standing as late as 
1936. 
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Many of the scenic spans 
have been swept away by 
floods, gutted by fire, wrecked 
by ice jams or simply collapsed 
from old age. But most have 
been torn down to make way 
for modern steel bridges. 


The AAA survey shows that 


Ohio, which once had more 
than 2500 covered bridges, 


leads the nation with the great 
est number still in existence 
251 Twenty years ago it 
had 609 

The date of the first covered 
bridge in America has been 
lost in the mists of time. Some 
historians say the honor be- 
longs to Philadelphia's so-called 


Permanent Bridge over the 
Schuylkill river, built in 1805 

Other authorities say the 
Philadelphia structure was a 
Johnny-come-lately, with the 


first shed bridges appearing on 


the scene in the 1700s 

Even to this day a touch of 
mystery lingers on about the 
old bridges. Why were they 
covered’ 

Dozens of unofficial theories, 
some reasonable, some daffy, 


have sprung up in various se 


tidns of the country. Here are 
a few 

Illinois “Farmers driving 
their stock to market had dil- 


ficulty persuading the animals 
to cross an open bridge. The 
covered bridge, resembling a 
barn, deceived the cattle into 
entering in the belief they 
were going into the barn to be 
fed.” 


Indiana: “Bridges were cov- 
ered to prevent a traveler from 
knowing what kind of town 
he was approaching until it 
was too late to turn back.” 

Vermont: “To provide 
ter for travelers from the fury 
of a sudden rainstorm or bliz 


chel- 


zard.”” (As they undoubtedly 
did.) 

Others suggested the shed- 
like covers were ‘designed to 
“shape loads of hay, to pre 
vent skittish horses from shy- 
ing at the glint of water be 
neath the bridge, and finalls 
to provide a place for lovers 
to spoon.’ 

It remained for New Hamp 


shire to hit the mark with this 
pithy answer: “Same _ reason 
women wore petticoats — to 
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Millport covered bridge, in Knox county, south of Rutledge, was built in 1872 by W. H. 
Hudson. Photo showed it in excellent condition in 1950.

correct answer. Timbers rot 
quickly. when exposed to the 
weather. Pioneers who toiled 


laboriously with broadax and 
adze to build bridges in the 
wilderness, knew that a dry 


bridge would last much longer 

And so it has been. Perhaps 
the patriarch of them all was 
Ithiel Town's second Cornwall 
Bridge in Connecticut, built in 
1806 after the original struc- 
ture was swept away by flood 
water. The 128-foot oaken re- 
placement withstood the rav- 
ages of time until March 1936, 
when it was wrecked by 
choked floods: a 130-year life- 
time. Town, of New Haven, was 
among the most famous bridge 
designers of his day

Another hardy veteran is the 
100-vear-old shed bridge at 
Philippi. W. Va., reputedly the 
scene of the first land skirmish 
in the Civil War. which still 
carries federal highway traffic 

Steeped in romantic lore, 
with age-old timbers bearing 
the hearts-entwined initials of 
sweethearts long passed on. the 
covered bridge provided many 
a trysting place — and also 
served for grimmer occasions. 

Highway robbers often lurked 
in the shadows to prey on trav- 
elers entering the dim-lit cov- 
ered spans Jealous swains 
ambushed their rivals in the 
dark recesses, and murder was 
done 

There were hangings, too, 
from the conveniently lofty raft- 
ers. And it was a. far-gone 
Romeo who cuddled his light 
of love beneath those same 
rafters without keeping an eye 
out for mischievous small boys, 
perched high above, waiting 
to “bell” them at the most in- 
opportune moment with a wa- 
ter bomb 

Robert Fletcher, former dean 
of engineering at Dartmouth

Population Crisis 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2. 

THERE IS AN ORGANIZATION in Washington, D.C., 
that will celebrate next month its thirtieth year of work, 
ana yet I think very few people are conscious of the im- 
portance of what this particular organization has been do- 
img. It is called the Population Reference Bureau and it 
publishes the Population Bulletin, which is used by many 
newspapers, magazines and colleges as reference materia! 
on this all-important yuestion of population. 


This organization is trying to tell the publi¢ 
that a crisis really threatens us. It is finally get- 
ting recognition and support from some small 
foundation grants, but it needs much more under- 
standing on the part of the public to really get 
across to the people the message of the world sit- 
uation on population teday. 


The Bureau of the Census recently released population 
projections that indicate that there could be 100,000,000 
more people in this country by 1980. This is approximately 
half again as many people as there are now in the United 
States—and this increase would come about in the short 
period of 22 years. 

In 1929 the world population was increasing by about 
56,000 each day. By 1945 world population was increasing 
hy about 70,000 each day, and today, every single day, the 
rate of increase is up to 137,000. 

More and more organizations are beginning to 

see the danger signals. Where is the food coming 

from? True, we are making new discoveries, and 

new sources of food will become known in the next 

few years. 


But perhaps the most important thing in the world fs | 


a wise and sane approach to the constantly increasing 
birthrate. 

If we read back to the early days of American history, 
we will be impressed by the fact that eut of families that 
consisted sometimes of 10 to 15 children, only perhaps 
three or four lived to old age and many more never lived 
beyond their early twenties. Many women died in child- 
birth. You can find in many New England cemeteries the 
names of three wives, each of whom bore their husbands 
a certain number of children. And frequently the death of 


the mother and the baby was recorded together on the | 


tombstone. 
Science has helped us wipe out these tragedies, 


our greater knowledge has epee pa People 
die in other parts of the werld 
epidemics. And if we are fortunate enough to wipe 
out war and even eventually to teach people te 
drive their automobiles more safely, we will grad- 
wally eliminate twe major causes of death. 
It is a challenge to our intelligence to meet this sit- 
vation on a worldwidé basis and find a sane method which

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Get Out of the Mashed Potato Rut \— 


By Hoyt Alden 


EVERY NOW AND THEN 
some husband comes up to me 
with a sad and plaintive air 
and wants to know if I can't 
write something on the subject 
of potatoes. There must, they 
say, be some way to cook po- 
tatoes besides mashing them. 
And when they bring up the 
subject the Little Woman is 
only too obliging. She gives 
them quick-frozen French fries. 

The potato is a very versatile 
vegetable, and the ways of pre- 
paring them are almost endless. 
It's just a matter of getting the 
Little Woman out of the 
mashed potato rut. I'm glad to 
print some suggestions. From 
there on, it’s up to Friend Hus- 
band. I would suggest that he 
put the recipes someplace 
where she can't miss them, like 
on the mirror of the medicine 
cabinet, and maybe she'll take 
a hint. 


Some potato recipes take a 
little more time and effort than 
mashed potatoes. But it's 
usually worth it, as in the case 
of Delmonico Potatoes. Like 
this: 

Bake, not boil, three or four 
‘Medium-sized potatoes. Bake 
them about half an hour in a 
450-degree oven. Peel them as 
thinly as possible, then chop 
them up. Put them in a small 
ovenware dish along with one 
and a fourth cups of light 
cream and two tablespoons of 
butter. Season them with salt 
to taste, a few grains of white 
pepper and a dash of nutmeg. 

Cook them on top of the 
range for five minutes, then 
take them off the fire. Sprinkle 
them with grated cheddar 
cheese and put them under the 
broiler for three minutes. The 
cheese should bée brown and 
bubbly. Well worth the trouble. 

MOST MEN like hashed- 
brown potatoes, but a good dish 
of hashed browns is not an 
easy thing to eome by. Not be- 
cause it’s a complicated dish. 
it's just that you have to know 
‘how to do it. 

As with Delmonico potatoes, 
baked potatoes are best. Peel 
and chop two cups of cold 
baked potatoes. Combine the 
potatoes with a minced onion 
and, if you like, a tablespoon of 
finely chopped green pepper. 
Season with a fourth of a 
tablespoon of salt and pepper 
to taste. 


Now put a third of a cup of 
salt pork fat, butter or bacon 
fat iri a small skillet. Let the 
fat get very hot. Put in the 
potatoes and cook them for 
minutes, stirring all the 
time

SCALLOPED POTATOES, a 
term which can mean just 
about anything. usually means 
a way of using up some left- 
over potatoes. Among the many 
good scalloped potato recipes

Chop or slice raw potatoes 
and combine them with Swiss 
cheese, two ounces of cheese 
to the pound of potatoes. 
Spread them in a heat-proof 
dish and flood them with milk 
in which an egg has been beat- 
en. Scatter breadcrumbs on 
top and then put them in a 
slow oven until they're tender. 

Finally, even mashed pota- 
toes can be made more inter- 
esting. One way is to convert 
them to Ducheas potatoes. All 
you do is add well beaten egg 
volk, one yolk per cup of po- 
tatoes. Then you put them in 
a pan and bake them until 
lightly browned. 

Or Chantilly potatoes, an- 
other version of mashed pota- 
toes. Put the mashed potatoes 
in a well greased serving casse- 
role. Whip a haif pint of cream 
stiff. Fold a half cup of grated 
cheese into it, and spread this 
mixture over the top of the 
potatoes, Put the baking dish 
in another pan with half an 
inch of water in it. Bake in a 


400-degree oven for about 15
